Cochin - 1 was referred to this Court for adjudication by Government 
in their Order No. 84963/H4/62 /HLD . of the Health and Labour 
Department (Health H ), dated 28-1-1963. The only issue referred 
for adjudication is " Bonus for the year 1961 " . 

2. The Cochin Commercial Employees Association (hereinafter 
referred to as the Union ) submitted its claim statement on 25th 
February, 1963. In the statement, the Union contends that the 
dearness allowance to each employce for the year 1961 since the 
management should pay bonus equivalent to 10 months pay and 

has enormous profits during the year. The profits 
have been earned as a result of the efforts of employees. 
main source of income for the management is fees levied for the 
weighment,measurement and issue of 

of quality certificates to the various 
parties. The work in con 

connection with these activities is done by the 
employees.

major Portion of the available surplus for the year should be set apart 
for disbursement as bonus to the employees. The Union further points 

peculiarities of the business activity carried on by the 
management. 

The business is of such a type that there is practically 
little investment. No return at all has to be given to the members 
or shareholders from out of the profits in any year . The investment 
being negligible, the amounts to be set apart by way of depreciation, 
etc., are also meagre. From out of the total income, therefore, the 
management hasto set apart only such funds as are necessary for the 
day-to -day working of the Chamber. The entire balance after 
providing for income tax should be considered as the available surplus. 

3. The Union further points out that the offer of the management 
for payment of 2 months bonus is too meagre in the light of the large 
available surplus for the year 1961. During the year 1960 thie 
management paid 6 months bonus to the employees ; but in the year 
1961 when the management has received a larger income than that 
of the previous year, there is no jusufication for themanagement to 
contend that nothing more than 2 months bonus could be paid for the 
year 1961. Even applying the strict principes of the Full Bench 
Formula for the year in question , it could be seen that there is enough 
available surplus to pay bonus at the rate demanded , after providing 
for permissible items of expenditure and also recognised prior charges . 
The Union concludes with a prayer that an Award may be passed 
grant ng 10 months salary and dearness allowance to each and every 
employce for the year 1961. 

4. The management of Indian Chamber of Commerce, Cochin - 2 
submitted their reply statement on 16th May, 1963 in which the 
employer affirmed that there is no available surplus on the basis of 
the Full Bench Formula which would warrant the payment of bonus 
exceeding 2 monthsduring the year 1961. The employer anticipated 
a heavy fall in the receipts from weighment, measurement of the car 
and the issue of weighment and measurement certificates and c 
catesof quality which forms the major source of income of the cm 
since the Port of Cochin and the Steamer Companies have 
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standardising the quality and packing of the cargo one by one. Further, 
separate bodies are being setup by the Governmentof India for super 
vision of the standard of various commodities which are being exported 
from Kerala through the Port of Cochin . As such the earnings of the 
employer are bound to go down year after year. The employer con 
cluded by declaring that at any rate, the employees are not entitled 
to more than 2 months wages as bonus. 

5. The Union submitted its replication on 14th June, 1963 
controverting all the allegations of the management in its reply 
statement. 

6. The case came up for evidence, but the management submitted 
a further rejoinder wherein they have pointed out ceit.in fresh aspects 
of the issue. In the said rejoinder the employer contended that the 
Indian Chamber of Commerce is an Association of some of the 
merchants and traders atMattancherry and its main aim is to cater 
the

business. Most of the members are not very prosperous in their 
business and it is only a charitable institution interested in the promo 
tion of business undertaken by the members of the Chamber as laid 
down in the Memorandum of Articles.

The 
Union has pointed out at the outsetin their addition... replicat on that 
the contentions in rejoinder filed by the management were not raised 
in the reply statement of the mana and the management has 
not shown any reason for that in the said rejinder. lhe Union rebuts 
the assertion ofthe management that the Indian Chainber of Commerce 
is a 

institution . According to the Union, the Indian 
services to themerchants community in an organised manner. Such 
Chamber of Commerce is engaged in rendering substantial and material 
service is rendered with the co -operation of the employees Weigment, 
measurement, collection of statstical inform - tions and all clerical work 
connected with the issue of certificates are done by the employees.

But on 7-3-1964 both 
the pries concerned filed a joint petition of settlement wherein the 
employer has agreed to pay 61months, basic salary as bonus for the 
year 1901 for each of the employees with a joint prayer that this Court 
may be pleased to accept this settlement and pass an award accordingly .

2. The union filed its claim statement on 14th March , 1963. The 
union alleges, with regard to issue No 1, that the workmen represen 
ted by the union are entitled to get bonus for the year 1959-60. The 
demand of the union is for three months wages as bonus. According 
to the union , the management hasmade considerable profits during the 
period and the demand, therefore , is only just and proper. 

3. With regard to issue No. 2 , the union contends that Shri 
K. V. Francis has worked under the management for a period of more 
than 5 years and he was denied work from 1-6-1961 onwards without 
any valid reasons. The union points out that the denial was improper, 
illegal and hence invalid and the worker is entitled to be re-instated 
with all full back wages. The union concludes with a prayer that an 
award may be passed allowing its claims. 

4. Themanagement submitted its counter statement on 8-4-1963. 
The management pointed out at the outset that the question of bonus 
for the year 1959 60 was not settled at the conciliation stage, only 
because it was deferred , as the Balance Shee ! was notready. After the 
audit of the accoun s , it was found that the working of the Corapany 
during the year had resulted in a heavy loss, and , therefore , 
available suiplus for payment of bonus. The workmen also are aware 
of the fact. But the management has paid 15 days , basic wages to the 
workers as ex -gratia payment. In the light of the Balance Sheet, the 
management asserts that the workmen are not entitled to get any bonus 
at all 

With regard to issue No. 2, the management contends that 
Cleaner, ShriK. V. Francis, was appointed as a temporary hand for a 
period of 6 months from 1-12-1960 . According to the office order ap 
pointing him ,his service was to terminate automatically on the expiry 
said period without notice and without assigning any reason whatso 
ever . He accepted these termsand heworked for the full period . He 
was not re-appointed after the expiry of the said period . The allega 
tion of the union that work has been denied to Shri K. V. Francis is 
utterly untrue, since it is a case of automatic termination after the pe 
riod of appointment. The management prayed that an award may be 
passed dismissing both the demands of the union. 

6. The union submitted its rejoinder on 15-5-1963 controverting 
all the allegations of the management stated in its counter-statement. 

7. The case came up for evidence and the union examined WW1 
and marked Exts . Wi and W2. The case was adjourned for further 
evidence and both the cartie concerned obtained several adjournments 
to adduce further evidence. On 20.2-1964 the union submitted that it 
is not pressing the dispute and the counsel for the union filed a state 
ment to that effect on that 

it. The wording of the statement is as 
follows: 

" The union is not pressing the dispute. Hence an award may be 
passed accordingly .” Since I do not find any reason to go against the 
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submission of the union, I pass this award dismissing the dispute and it 
shall come into force after 30 days of its publication in the Government 
G ette.

6. Shri T. P. Kuttiammu continued to be the Chief Engineer (General 
& Irrigation) and Shri C. S. Padmanabha Iyer as Chief Engineer (Buildings 
& Roads) during the entire period under review . To assist the Chief 
Engineers in Office two posts of Deputy Chief Engineers continued . The 
additional post of Deputy Chief Engineer, Irrigation branch sanctioned 
in G.O. 1792/61 dated 20-7-1961 was kept unfilled during 1961-62. 

7. The Water Resources Division continued to function as a part of 
the Chief Engineer s Office (General and Irrigation ). 

8. The post of the Executive Engineer, Electrical continued in the 
office of the Chief Engineer, Buildings and Roads. 

9. The Stores Division and the Government Engineering Workshops 
continued under the Department. Though the Government Engineering 
Workshops functioned under the Administrative control of a Special 
Officer for Reorganisation the Chief Engineer (General and Irrigation ) 
exercised over -all control.

16. The year under review witnessed a heavy programme of work 
in the Buildings and Roads branch of the Public Works Department. 
The year being the first year of the third five year plan , a large number 
of buildings structures had to be designed and carried out besides com 
pleting the spill-over items from the Second Five Year Plan . The work 
load was very heavy being 33 % more than the work load of the previous 
year. About 106 miles of Roads were newly opened 25 miles specially 
surfaced and 528 miles were substantially improved .

BILL 
to amend the Kerala Police Act, 1960 . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is necessary to amend the Kerala Police 
Act, 1960, for the purpose hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted in the Fifteenth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Kerala Police (Amend 
ment) Act, 1964. 

2. Insertion of new section 44-4 .--After section 44 of the Kerala 
Police Act , 1960 (Act 5 of 1961),the following sectioa shall be inserted, 
namely : 

44-A . Penaly for offence against Police Officers. — If any person 
assaults or resists any l olice Officer in the execution of his 
duty, or aids or incites any other person 10 to do, or malici 
ously and without probable cause prefers any false or frivolous 
charge against any Police Officer , such person shall, on con 
viction of such offence before any Magistrate, be liable to a 
fine not exceeding fifty rupees or to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding three months, or both .” 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 
According to the provisions of section 42 of the Kerala Police 
Act, 1960 a Police Officer is punishable with imprisonment which may 
with both for vexatious entry into houses, arrest and detention of 
persons etc 

In the course of investigation of cases Police Officersmay 
have to search persons and buildings, arrest suspected persons etc. At 
present, it is not necessary to obtain prior Government sanction to 
launch 

against Police Ollicers of and below the rank of 
Circle Inspectors. Such officers also require to be protected against 
vexatious and frivolous prosecutions. The Bill is intended to achieve 
this object.
